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Letter of J, S. Gibbons. 
To the Editor of the E-mancipator. 


My Dear Friend,—-Allow me to say some- 
thing relative to the meeting of colored peo- 
plein T. S. Wright's church, a report of 
which was published in the Emaneipator of 
May 22d, and copied into the Colored Amer- 
ican. I wish the writer had signed his En- 
glish name to the article, if he has any, and 
notone that is about equivalent 10 “ nohody.” 
[ hesitate not to say, that that report is cal- 
culated to make erroneous impressions. — [ts 
whole purportseems to be, to flatter the col- 
ored people, and to decry Wm. I. Garrison, 
whom it represents as makinga long and la- 
bored self-glorification speech. Having ate 
tended the meeting, and being acquainted 
with the manner in which it was called, I 
will offer my version of it. 

On the evening of the 17th ult, W. L. G. 
was informed that notice had been spread 
among the colored people to meet on the 
next evening, in T. S. Wright's church, to 
hear an address from him previous to his de- 
parture for England. Hedeclined acceding to 
the arrangement,and expressed strong disap- 
probation ef the measure, but yielded finally 
to the solicitations of friends present, and 
consented to attend. It would appear from 
the general tone of Philemon’s account, that 
the movement was artfully preconcerted, 
whereas W. L. G. was not consulted about 
itatal), and if notiee had not been given, 
he would have positively forbidden it. I 
was presentat the time, and feel confident 
of the truth of my assertion. 

As to the long speech, Philemoh may pos- 
sibly be mistaken in his judgment, and so 
may I. My judementis, that it wasa plain, 
clear, historical discourse, remarkably caleu- 
lated to inform the ignorant, and to soothe 
the irritated: and there was no more allu- 
sion to himself than was absolutely necessa- 
ry to make the subject clearly understood. 

The resolution offered by T. Van Ranssa- 
laer was expressive of confidence in the del- 
egation sent out by the American Anti-Slave- 
ry Society as such, commending therm as 
tried friends of human liberty to the kind re- 
gard of abolitionists in England. It was 
shown tome before it was offered to the 
meeting, and I thought it appropriate and 
seasonable; nor do I believe that there was 
any intention to cast censure, or to make an 
invidions distintion between the delegates of 
the Parent Society, and those of other socie- 
ties. Teconceive that the colored people of 
New York or Boston, or Philabelphia, might 
very properly approve of adelegation chosen 
by the American Anti-Slavery Society, they 
heing members thereof. They might also 
extend their approval to the entire delega- 
tion of the country, if they should see fit; 
and there might exist a difference of opin- 
ion among them as to the propriety or im- 
portance of either, without petty jealousies 
being roused to create confusion and discord. 

Philemon should have stated, that W. L. 
Garrison. in expressing his unwillingness to 
be associated in the same clause with Bir- 
ney, Stanton, and Colver, said also, that 
they would teel equally unwilling to be placed 
in that relation to himself, so that it would 
be mutually disagreeable, which T suppose 
to be a simple faet. He did not oppose the 
proffered amendments on any other ground 
than that of his unwillingness to be associ- 
ited with those whom he considered as hav- 
ing denarted from the true platform of abo- 
litionism : and when S. E. Cornish propos- 
ed that the whole buisness should be indef- 
initely postponed, he expressed his decided 
judement in favor of that disposition of it, 
whereupon the original resolution was with- 
drawn by the mover, and that was the end 
of it.

The Mother Sold. 


I have been absent from home much of 
the time for several years past; and! will 
relate one fact which came under my obser- 
vation in Washington, North Carolina. As 
I was standing, one morning, in the door of 
a public house, my attention was arrested 
by the cries of a little colored boy, who was 
running through the street, crying ‘* Mam-! 
my, mammy?” I enquired the cause of 
his crying, of my landlord, who stood by, 
and found that a negro speculator had come 
into town and bought his mother, and put 
her in jail for sate keeping, till he could 
collect the rest of his gang, when she was 
to be driven tothe south and sold. She 
was the wife of a freeman, and had an in- 
fant in her arms. The little boy was not 
allowed to visit her in jail for several days, 
and his heart was sadly grieved. 

IT sought his father and conversed with 
him. Ufound that he had madea_ bargain 
wth her master to purchase her freedom, and 
had collected a partof the money to pay for 
her. The speculator offered $50 more than 
her master had agreed to take of her hus- 
band, and the bargain was closed. (O the 
obduracy of a slaveholder’s heart!) 

1 conversed with her husband, and he, 
with tears in his eyes, told me that he could 
have seen her and his children buried, and 
felt submissive, but to part from them in 
that way was almost enough to kill him. * 
It was the first instance of slave traffic i 
hadever known, and as Thad been but a 
few weeks from New England, you may 
well suppose it was revolting to my feel- 
ings. 
May Heaven preserve your little readers 
from ever being deprived of a mother in 
that way ; and may they all feei for those 
iittle boys and girls whose mothers are torn 
from them by the oppressors.
